WASHINGTON, May 8.-—Winter 
wheat production this yefir was fore­ 
cast at 487,647,000 bushels, or 33.8 
per cent less than last years’ crop, 
by the department of agriculture to­ 
day. The condition of the crop May 
1st was 79.1 per cent of a normal 
crop, compared with 75.6 per cent 
on April 1st this year, 100.5 per 
cent on May 1st last year and 87.1 
per cent on the ten year May 1st 
average.
